Not everything that was asked for 
was granted by the city council at the 
meeting last evening. 
Their action 
was gratifying to the onlookers, for it 
p roved that this is not a hap hazard 
body of men. 
They gave thought to 
the future, and of the rights of all the 
p eop le. 
The finance committee met early to 
examine bills, but it was a tedious wait 
for the citizens p resent until the coun­ 
cil be.>an business. There were 
a num­ 
ber of interested p eop le in the audi­ 
ence. 
A delegation from Highland 
p ark, where they want an extension of 
water mains, and another delegation 
from Crawford avenue and East Fourth 
street to p rotest against a p rop osed 
sewer there. 
Then there were the 
usual rep resentatives of the telep hone 
comp anies, the lire marshal. Mr. Graff, 
sidewalk men: George Ackland from 
Steward, who has a ."tone crusher to 
sell, and a Mr. Chase from Clinton,(a,, 
who would like to p ut a sewt r system 
into our city: and Judge Crabtree and 
Sup t. John Wasley to rep resent the 
water comp any. 
[t was late when Mayor Truman 
rap p ed for order, but every alderman 
was in hi» chair and Clerk Smith was 
at his desk. 
First in order was the reading and 
ap p roval of the minutes of the p reced­ 
ing meeting. 
Marshal Woody alt’s rep ort showed 
fines collected to the amount of $ 11; 
which rep ort was ap p roved. 
The iv-,p ort of Oak wood cemetery 
j committee showed $ 62.75 received, and 
i $ 56.25 exp ended. 
Then was read a p etition for the lay­ 
ing of a sewer p ip e on Crawford ave­ 
nue and East Fourth street, and soon 
after came a remonstrance from citi­ 
zens owniug p rop erty on those streets, 
signed by Messrs. Emmerson, Court- 
right, Petersberger, Stainbrook, Bak­ 
er, Mrs. Robertson and others. 
This matter was referred to the 
street committee. 
The law in this matter is that if a 
majority of the owners of the p rop erty 
in one or more contiguous blocks vote 
for such imp rovement the rest will 
have to succumb. 
This matter will 
p robably be voted on. 
Then was introduced to the council, 
Mr. Chase of Clinton, Iowa, who gave 
a talk quite ap rop os to the occasion. 
He rep resents a firm that has built 
several successful sewer p lants in sev­ 
eral cities in this state and Iowa. 
He 
now would furnish a p rofile of thi» city 
with p rop er 
grades 
for 
sewerage 
throughout its whole extent. 
This is 
the first thing necessary, so that what 
sewer work is done hereafter will be 
p art of a grand system that when com­ 
p leted will be according to the state 
law and for the good of all. 
He p re­ 
dicted that in a few years no sewerage 
will be allowed to emp ty into the rivers 
of Illinois, as is now the ca» e in Massa­ 
chusetts, where every city has a p lant 
for p urifying sewage. 
There are 
now in Dixon some half-dozen p rivate 
and p ublic sewers emp tying into Rock 
River, some above the dam, and all 
these now should have but one outlet 
and that below the city. 
It is p roba­ 
ble and p rop er that an order will be 
given for a survey of our city and the 
p rop er levels p rocured for a comp lete 
sewerage system. 
Cessp ools should be 
c o n d e m n e d as soon as p ossible. 
Mis­ 
takes in such work are very exp ensive, 
so let us begin right and work to a sys­ 
tem. 
Louis Step hans sr. asked that a p ole 
p laced by the County Telep hone Co. in 
the alley of block 16 be removed from 
his doorway, and it was ordered done. 
W. H. VanEp p s called attention to 
the fact that the sewer in the alley 
north of the store occup ied by Josep h 
Petersber caused water to How into the 
the cellar under that store. 
The street 
committee was ordered to see to the 
matter. 
Petitions for cement walks 
were 
lacking, there being only one and that 
from residents on the west side of 
North Hennep in avenue in block 6, 
Parson’s Addition; they wanting ce­ 
ment walk on the p lan in vogue. 
Heirs of the late John C. Mead asked 
for a good title to lot 1210 of Oakwood 
Cemetery that it can be transferred, a 
mistake having been made by a former 
council in deeding same.

Th« - H o r a e # H u n N u t 'id *- by Sxl« -, h u t I n

It is a t icing « lay in Moscow 
The 
course is ewept free from snow and fol­ 
lows tlx* wooded shores with m l pa in t­ 
ed railings on each side. 
On one side 
is a stand, with seating room for sev­ 
eral thousand p e o p le , and a special box, 
with ient hangings, for the governor 
generfi, surmounted by the imperial 
eagle 111 gold. In front of this box, low ­ 
er down, y ou see the prizes, consisting 
of gold and silver cups, vases and o rn a ­ 
mental pieces, ail in Russian sty le and 
taste. 
A bell rings, the course is cleared by 
mounted gendarmes and the competitors 


111 due order take their places in front 
of tlx 
stand, hut not side by side, as 
th* y alway s start from opposite sides of 
the course, with heads also turned 
111 
opposite directions. 
The usual race 
course hum and noise of tlx* betting 
nx 11 are beard and increase 111 volume 
a- the bell rings the second time 
They 
arc- off' 
And the fascination of rapid 
motion, open air and strenuous exertion 
throws its spell over tlx* assembly , high 
and low, for trotting is certainly the 
most fashionable and beloved sport in 
Russia 
You cannot recognize people 
just y et— tlx* great fur collars are raised 
and reach over the fur caps, leaving 
only red tipped noses, beneath w hich 
appear never missing cigarettes. 
The 
ladies’ heads are almost entirely cov­ 
ered by woolen wraps, so licit* again 
y ou can only guess who is who. 
To a 
stranger not investing his money in 
backing his opinion as to winners, the 
game m ight seem monotonous enough, 
us the horses do not finish side by side, 
but 
111 tlx* way they started. 
Yet the 
Russians think differently , and, besides, 
are there not pi* n ty o f vodka and caviare 
to be bad between the races? 
Single horses are pitted against each 
otlx r, draw ing light little sleighs, 
111 
which tlx* driver is seated very low 
down and far away from tlx* horse, o w ­ 
ing to the long shafts intended to give 
tlx* horse perfect freedom of action 
A 
whip is not used, but on the reins art* 
metal buckles over the quarters, whic h 
are employ ed instead, and almost all 
horses run without blinkers. 
« Sometimes a horse is attached to the 
sleigh 011 one side of tlx* trotter, who is 
betwei 11 the shafts.

A Fro« eMi« )ii of Worm» . 
In some of tlx* H ungarian forests and 
in the pine woods of Norway there ex­ 
ists a tiny , wormlike insect called the 
sciara, of the genus tipula. 
During the 
month of July or early in August th*y 
gather together in large numbers, pre­ 
paratory to m igrating in search of food 
or for change of condition. 
When setr 
ting out on this journey , they stick 
themselves together by means of some 
glutinous m atter and form a huge ser- 
pent-like mass, often reaching a length 
of between 40 and 50 feet and several 
inch* s in thickness. 
As the sciara is 
only on an average about three thirty - 
seconds of an inch in length, w ith no 
appreciable breadth whatever, the n um ­ 
ber required to compose a continuous 
line of the size above mentioned is al­ 
most incalculable. 
Their pace is, of 
rourse, very slow, and upon meeting 
an obstacle, such as a stick or stone, 
they will either writhe over or around 
it, sometimes breaking into two bodies 
for this purpose. 
M. Gixriu-Meneville, a 
celebrated 
French naturalist, say s that if tlx* rear 
portion of this 
wonderful 
snakelike 
procession be brought into contact with 
the front part and a sort of circle formed 
the insects will keep moving round in 
that circle for hours w itho ut apparently 
noticing that they are getting no “ for­ 
ra d e r” on their journey . 
If th« * proces­ 
sion be broken in two, the portions w ill 
reunite in a short time. The Norwegian 
peasants, when tlx*y meet one of these 
trains, will lay some article of their 
clothing, such as a belt or handker­ 
chief, o n tlx* ground in front of it. 
If 
the procession passes over it, it is re­ 
garded as a good sign, but if it makes a 
way round the reverse is believed. 
In 
tlx* Moravian districts a sim ilar experi­ 
ment is supposed to foretell a good or 
bad harvest — Popular Science.
